The Clean Air Act and 
am endm ents 
now 
under 
consideration by the U.S. 
Senate will add an extra 
$2,625 in electric costs to 
each Texas household over a 
15-year period, J.F. Skelton, 
Texas Power & Light Co. 
president, said today. 
A m endm ents 
to 
the 
existing Clean Air Act are 
scheduled for debate in the 
Senate this week, he noted. 
“The Clean Air Act is 
already estimated to cost 
every T exas householder 
$1,765 over the 15-year span 
from 1975 to 1990,” he ex­ 
plained, “W'e had hoped the 
amendments in Senate Bill 
3219 
would 
reduce 
this 
figure, but instead they will 


add another 
$860 
to 
the 
amount.” 
Skelton’s figures are based 
on a report prepared by Dr. 
Lewis J. Peri of the National 
E c o n o m i c 
R e s e a r c h 
Associates. 
Skelton stressed that the 
charges are in addition to the 
electric costs customers are 
now paying and those which 
will be paid in the future. 
“ If these am endm ents 
become law, companies such 
as TP&L will be forced to 
in sta ll 
e x p e n s iv e —and 
unreliable—scrubbers at its 
coal-fueled power plants,” 
Skelton said “Additionally, 
we could be forced to use 
im ported 
coal 
w hose 
delivery costs would be 


exceedingly high. In either 
or both cases, our customers 
would bear the burden of 
these addi tional charges. ’ ’ 


He said that scrubbers are 
neither econ om ically nor 
technologically feasible at 
the present time. ‘‘They do 
more harm than good to the 
e n v ir o n m e n t,”

When the recent downturn 
cam e in late 1973, probably 
November, consumer prices 
w ere rising an a v e ra g e 
annual rate of over IO per 
cent And the* rate eventually 
exceeded 12 percent.

Podiatry Assn 
Because the dates for Foot 
H ealth W eek, May 9-15, 
includes Mother s Day this 
year, foot specialists advise

feet often become larger as 
the baby gets h eav ier 
nature’s way of protecting 
the mother by giving her 
broader support 
“ Broad, low' heels w ill also 
help with the m other’s ad­

(Effective July I, 1976, 
the te rm s “ all,” “ pure,” and “ IOO p erc en t” are b an ­ 
ned, by court order, from the* label of all m eat an d 
poultry products containing m ore than one ingredient 
In addition, 
the nom enclatures 
“ fra n k s,” 
“ hot 
dogs,” “ fu rte rs,” “ w ieners,” and “ fra n k fu rte rs” 
all 
w ere d eterm ined to identify the sa m e product, m aking 
it easier to decide what to buy 
without trying to 
determ ine if there is a difference between such 
products. 
The regulations also required processors to label hot 
dogs and other cooked sausages in one of three w ays: 
Those form erly listed as “ all m e a t” a r e sim ply 
called “ fra n k fu rte rs” or “ w ieners” or one of several 
nicknam es, including “ hot dogs.” As before, products 
in this category must be m ad e only 
from skeletal 
m uscle m eat 
that is, m eat derived from a prim al part 
of the carcass. If it s m ade from only one species, the 
label m ay say som ething like “ beef fra n k fu rte rs” or 
“ pork fra n k s.” 
A second category allows the use of hearts, tripe*, and 
other (*dible byproducts along with the skeletal m eat. 
These nutritious byproducts a re som etim es called 
"v a riety m e a ts .” Sausages including these p arts m ust 
Ik* labeled, for exam ple, “ franks with b y p roducts” or 
’ w ieners with variety m e a ts .” 
II binder m aterials—such as nonfat dry milk or 
soy flour 
a r e added, the product falls into a third 
category 
The labels must prom inently show these 
ingredients, using nam es like “ beef franks, soy flour 
added 
or “ hot dogs with byproducts, nonfat dry milk 
ad d ed .” 
All ingredients, however, m ust continue to be listed 
in decreasing order with the item m aking up m ost of 
the product list<»d first. 
Like all m eat and poultry products, these cooked 
sausages a r e carefully m onitored through all stages of 
processing, labeling, and packaging by F ederal or 
S tate inspectors 
explicitly for co n su m er protection.
